On November 13, 2003, Examiner Nelson contacted the undersigned Applicants' 
representative to discuss the scientific nature of the glyphosate-inducible male sterile trait. In 
particular, it is believed that the Examiner was interested in the mechanism that causes the 
glyphosate-inducible male sterile trait. Applicants' representative indicated at that time that he 
personally did not know the mechanism, but indicated that the working examples in the 
specification and evidence previously submitted by Applicants on the record illustrates that the 
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trait is recurring and fully enabled by the specification. The claims were not discussed and no 
agreement was reached. 

Applicants' undersigned representative subsequently held a telephonic interview with 
Examiner Kruse on December 5, 2003. The Examiner proposed the amendments set forth in the 
Examiner's Amendment included with the Notice of Allowability mailed December 24, 2003. 
Agreement was reached to allow the case in view of the proposed amendments. The 
amendments are clerical in nature and do not change the scope of the claims.
